This was the first speech 
from within the 
democratic party 
since it was reported to the senate. 
"1 owe to the people of my state 
a far higher devotion than I owe to 
the Democratic 
party. Honor

duty alike demand that 1 vote against 
this bill while it carries this provi- 
sion." 
Characterizing

as

fish, 
fowl, 
or 
herring," 
a 
measure 
not framed on scientific principles of 
either free trade or protection and de- 
claring it will not benefit the consum-

Senator Gronna, 
progressive Senator of North Dakota, 
attacked the measure in the tariff dis- 
cussion in the Senate today. 
Unjust to Farmers. 
"The great industry of agriculture 
he said is a again a subject of an un- 
just onslaught and discrimination. 
1 
call your attention to the fact that in 
my state alone where in 1904 were 
raised more than 143,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, with a short crop in foreign 
countries, under the provisions of the 
bill our fanners would lose in a single 
year more than fifteen million dol- 
lars." 
Senator Gronna 
declared that in 
dlsriminating against the fanner the 
. democrats found themselves in a diffi- 
cult position of having two sets of rea- 
sons inconsistent with 
each 
other. 
"Using the one or the other as the 
occasion might seem to demand ana 
now they are attempting to use both 
at the same time." If the removal -o! 
the tariff on the farm products is go- 
ing to give the consumer cheaper food 
he declared, than the tariff on those 
products give the producer a better 
market and the producer Is benefited 
by it. 


Where is Benefit? 
"On the other hand, if as has been 
contended, the tariff on farm products 
is of' no benefit to the producer 
ol 
them, it can only be because the tarifi 
does 'Hot increase the price of thost 
products and, if it does not increase 
the price, then where is there any ex- 
cuse for stating that the removal o! 
the tariff.is .going to benefit the con 
sumer-and give him cheaper food?" 
Discussing the countervailing 
dut> 
provision in the bill on wheat ant 
flour, Senator Gronna said, "It is of n< 
value !n so far as the farmer is con 
cerned." 
':lf it-pretends," said the Senator, 
"that by Its means the retail marke 
ft* the wheat.will be extended, it i; 
a mere pretense and nothing more 
Regards Free Wheat. 
"The countries which find it to theis 
interest to maintain a duty on whea' 
and on flour are those countries whicl 
have no wheat they want to sell us 
which have no flour they want to sel. 
us and, to which it consequently makes 
no difference whether or not a dut} 
were* maintained on wheat and flour 
It does not affect them, why thei 
should the fact that we are willing 
to remove the duty on those product; 
be any incentive to them to remove 
theirs? 
"On the other hand, countries whicl 
have wheat they wish to export in an? 
quantity to this country, and this con- 
sideration applies especially to Canad; 
have no market for our wheat, the; 
will very willingly-remove their dut; 
in return for our admission of theii 
wheat free of duty."

Speaker Hull Leaves For Home With- 


out Making Them Known— 


Important 
Measures in 


Effect.

Madison, Wis,,

31.—Speaker 
Hull left here today for his home in 
Black River Falls without announcing 
his 
committee appointments. 
He 
said that when he returned here this 
week he had intended to announce the 
membership of committees immediate- 
ly, but so many of the members have 
declined to serve that it has been ne- 
cessary to make a recanvass of 
the 
membership. It now seems probable 
that either Assemblyman H. H. Pea- 
vey or Assemblyman Ray J. Nye may 
be chosen to head the committee for 
a forestry investigation. Both 
men 
have been members of the joint fin- 
ance committee and'both are greatly 
interested in the development of north- 
ern Wisconsin. 
There is considerable 
sentiment favoring 
Assemblyman A. 
B. Frederick as chairman of the vice 
committee, but in view of the fact that 
Senator Teasdale, also from the same 
county, has already been appointed on 
the committee from the senate side it 
may be necessary to leave Rev. Fred- 
erick off. Senator Zophy has 
been 
appointed by the senate on the com- 
mittee to investigate occupational dis- 
eases, so no other member of this 
committee will be appointed from the 
socialist party. There are some who 
favor the appointment of either As- 
semblyman J. H. Vint or Assembly- 
man Minkley on the vice investiga- 
tion. 


In all probabi.'Uy some of the mem- 
bers of the committee on labor will be 
chosen to serve on the committee to 
investigate occupational diseases. The 
name of Charles H. Pfennig of Ken- 
osha has been suggested as one of the 
republican members and Assembly- 
man Burke, of Milwaukee, who lives 
in a large factory district, is a possi- 
bility as a democratic appointee.. As- 
semblyman Bingham of Adams county 
was the chairman 
of the assembly 
committee on labor, but it is under- 
stood that he does not care to be con- 
sidered for the appointment. 
Law Made Less Drastic. 
Goernor McGovern has signed the 
bill making less severe the statute rel- 
ative to the conditions under which 
city officers can hold. The measure 
restores the law to where it was be- 
fore the session of the legislature was 
begun. The law takes effect imme- 
diately.

Governor Signs Walsh Bill. 
The Walsh bill aimed at the "install- 
ment house sharks" is now in effect. 
Governor McGovern signed the mea- 
sure Tuesday. The law provides that 
all contracts for the sale of furniture 
jr other effects made on the condi- 
-ion 
that the title to the propery shall 
not pass until the 'articles have been 
paid for, shall cease to be conditional 
sales when 50 percent of the purchase 
price has been paid. Such contracts 
'.hereafter become chattel mortgages. 
Mr. Walsh claims that many furniture 
oien took 'the goods before the owner 
had completed his payments and re- 
sold the articles. His measure is to 
,)ut an end to this practice. 
The governor has also signed the 
board of health bill increasing 
the 
powers of that board and giving it an 
annual appropriation of $40,000 
to 
carry out the additional duties 
im- 
posed upon it. 
The state is to be 
iivided into five sanitary districts over 
sach of which shall be a deputy health 
officer. 
Under the new law special 
attention is to be given to the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis. Executive ap- 
proval has also been given to the bill 
appropriating ?28,'000 for carrying on 
;he work of the geological and natural 
history survey. A part of this amount 
will be used in making a complete 
soil survey of the lands within the 
state forestry reserve. 
Laws in Book Form. 
The laws enacted at this session pt 
the legislature will be published in 
book form, in about two months, ac- 
cording to information given out by 
the reviser of statute. It is estimated 
that the new statutes containing all 
of the laws in force in Wisconsin will 
be published in at least three months. 
A copy of both publications will be 
sent to every member of the legisla- 
ture. 


May Approve Factory Segregation.

Meeting to Open at Toronto Next 


Week Greatest Gathering of Sci- 


entists Ever Held in Canada.

Toronto, Ont., July 31.—One week 


from today the twelfth International 
Geological Congress will begin 
ipts 
sessions in this city. 
The congress 
will be the largest and most impor- 
tant gathering of scientists ever held 
in Canada. 
The attendance will be 
made up of nearly one thousand dele- 
gates from about 
thirty 
countries. 
The largest contingents 
will come 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and Germany, in the order named. 
All the countries of Europe will be 
represented. 
In addition there will 
be delegates from Mexico and several 
South American countries and from 
Japan, China, India, Manchuria, South 
Atnca, Australia, New Zealand and 
the Philippines. ' 


The I n t e r n a t i o n a l Geologica 
Congress is essentially 
a 
working 
body of scientists. 
The 
members 
consist principally of professors and 
teachers 
from the leading colleges 
and universities of the world, officers 
of government geological surveys and 
geologists 
and mining engineers in 
private practice. 


The congress really took its rise 
from the centennial exhibition held in 
Philadelphia in 1876, when the nu- 
merous 
geological 
specimens 
and 
maps so struck the visiting geologists 
and 
mining 
engineers 
that 
they 
formed a committee to take into con- 
sideration the formation of an inter- 
national! society. 
The 
soc'/ty was 


formed and its first meeting and ex- 
hibition was held in Paris in 1878 
Since then, about every fourth year 
various capitals have been visited in 
turn. The last congress was held in 
Stockholm in 1910 and was attended 
by more than 600 delegates represent- 
ing thirty-six different countries. 
The congress about to 
assemble 
here will continue in session seven 
days. 
The chief topic of discussion 


will be the "Coal Resources of the 
World." 
The 
discussion 
will 
be 
based on 
a monograph which has 
been in preparation for nearly three 
years. 
Information 
has been sup- 
plied 
by government of£ci?J's, geo- 
logical and mining engineers througl 
out the world. 


The Duke of Connaught, governo 
general of Canada, is the honorar 
president of the congress, and 
th' 


honorary vice president incluude th 
Right Hon. Robert L. Borden, pre 
mier of Canada; Louis Caderre, min 
ister of mines; Frank Cochrane, min 
ister of .railways and canals; Charle. 
Devlin, 
minister 
of 
colonization 
mines and fisheries of Quebec; Rich 
ard McBride, prime minister of Brit 
ish Columbia, and E. H. Armstrong 
commissioner of works and mines for 
Nova Scotia. 


During the meeting short daily ex 
cursions will be taken by the dele 
gates, and after

longed tours wfjl be made reaching 
as far as the Pacific coast, one party 
going, as far north as Dawson City.

The water in the Yahara river and 
the four lakes which it connects has 
been exceptionally high during the 
last three weeks or more. Much land 
has been flooded, boat-houses set 
afloat, and the passing of boats and 
launches under bridges made impos- 
sible. Bog jams at the railway bridge 
m Stoughton are reported to have 
raised the water level, but the heavy 
rams and the discharge of water from 
the 
new 
Starkweather 
and 
Nine 
Springs drainage districts are con- 
tributing causes. 
The water is now 
subsiding as the result of the break- 
ing up of the jams. The Rock river 
above the upper dam dropped from 
7 inches over government mark at 5 
o'clock this morning to 
5>/i at 10 
o'clock. 


The Janesvillfe Electric Company 
has had a force of men at work re- 
pairing the Fulton dam for the last 
three weeks. 
Sheet piling is being 
driven in front of the clam, to prevent 
the recurrence of sapping underneath.

It Is not popular to praise Tbomns 


Paine, perhaps the most misunder- 
stood muu of modern times. 


i'et I am convinced that it Is just; 


and, being so convinced, 1' will do It. 


Thomas Paine was the apostle of 


.iberty in three lands—iu bis native 
Sngland. his adopted .America and in 
rrunce, that be loved. 
He endangered his own freedom and 


finally loct it that be niigbt give free- 
dom to all mankind. 


An intensely religions man. he yet 


believed In religious liberty and taught 
t to an intolerant age that misunder- 
stood his motives and his ideals. 


He believed not only in the Ameri- 


can and French republics, but in a re- 
public of.the world. He set the colo- 
nies on Ore for indepeEtdence and 
heartened their soldiers in the dark 
flays of the Revolution. 
He helped 


'rame the bill of rights in France. 
He 


:aught the rights of man in England.1 
His "Age of Reason," which resulted 
n heaping calumny on-his name.-wns 
written as much against French athe- 
sm as it was against what be regard- 
d as superstition iu America and Eng- 
and. 
This man expressed his faith in God 
n some oC the most beautiful apostro- 
}hes in literature and showed a keen 
appreciation and sympathy with the 
:pirit of the teachings of Jesus of 
srazareth, of whose character and 
moral ideals he spoke In praise. 


Perhaps he lacked education, for he 


was ever a commoner, the son of a 
taymakor and with only a. grammar 
chool training. 
Yet few men hare ever written in 


more eloquent or trenchant English. 


It has been said that those who 
orue to save mankind are either 
worshiped as gods or chased as devils. 
t was poor Paine's misfortune to suf- 
er the last named fate. 
Yet tbe law 


f compensation operates, and through 
t he will some day be placed as high 
s he was before made low, for that 
3 necessary to balance the scaJes of 
ustice. 
Personally I believe him to have 
een the actual author of the Declara- 
ion of Independence, and there is 
bundant proof to support this view.

FEW CHANGES MADE 


IN FOOTBALL RULES 


Institute New 
Law Which 
Allows 


Kicker to Stand Any Place Be- 


hind Scrimmage 
Line. 


The intercollegiate footba'I 
rules 
as promulgated by the football rules 
committee show few changes in the 
gridiron code for the season of 1913. 
The niajority of the alterations are 
technical and will have little effect 
upon the game. 


The most important change 
is the 
rule 
which permits 
the kicker 
to 
stand at any distance 1'rom the line 
of. scrimmage when kicking, instead 
of at least five yards 
behind the 
scrimmage 
line. 
Under 
the 
new 
regulation it is expected that quick 
kicking from directly behind Hie for- 
wards will be a playing feature. 
Walter Camp, 
in outlining 
tjhd 
work of, the rules committee states: 
"The 
alternation 
• was 
brought 
about by the fact that a player could 
not be returned 'to the game after he 
had once been taken out, except at 
the beginning of a period. It often 
happened that an unexpected substi- 
tution was necessary in the fourth 
period, and there seemed to be no 
reason why an exception should not 
be made in this case, but the rules 
forbade it, hence they were altered 
this year to read: 
"Player may be 
returned anytime during the fourth 
or last period."

"The rule relating to a forward 
pass or a kick made from behind the 
goav line, together with the rule re-

BEES HAVE DIRECTIVE SENSE 


They Can Fly for Two Miles From 


Hive and Are Then Able to Return 


After Gathering Honey. 


How doth the little busy bee know 


where to 
go? Gaston. Bonnier of 


Paris seems to have proved that bees 
possess a special directive sense .like 
carrier pigeons. They can fly for two 
miles from the hive and are then able 
to return after gathering their supply 
of honey. Langsl.roth and others be- 
lieve that vision comes Into play and 
that bees can see for a great distance 
and can also note objects on the way 
so as to find their path. 


Others, with Dadent, believe that 


bees are guided by a sense of smell, 
and that they can smell flowers at a 
distance of one and a half miles. But 
Bonnier finds that neither sight • nor 
smell is necessary to the bees. 
He 


takes them over a mile from the hive 
in a closed box. They always fly 
back to the 
hive 
when 
released. 


When their eyes are covered it is the 
same. 


His experiments serve to show that 


bees perceive odors only at short dis- 
tances. When a needle dipped into 
ether is brought near the head of the 
bee it shows signs of perceiving odor, 
but not so when the needle is placed 
back of him or near the other organs. 
Besides, when organs of smell are re- 
moved entirely there Is no difference. 


At 600 feet from the hive Bonnier 


places a supply of sirup and the bees 
soon find it, proceeding from and to 
the hive. These 
he marks 
green. 


Then he places a second set 20 feet 
from the former. Other bees are now 
engaged in the movement to and fuom 
this point, but there are not the green 
rnark-ed individuals. He marks these 
red. 
There are thus two distinct sets 


of bees. 
And they can distinguish, 


two directions whicji form an acute 
angle. Here seems to be special di- 
rective sense. Other experiments con- 
firm the theory.

The amended compensation act be 


name 'effective June SO. Under the 
old law contributory negligence of the 
employe was a defense against liabil 
ity. 
By amendment this defense is 
abolished. Now, wherever it can be 
shown that the employe is injured by 
the negligence of the employer, he 
may recover under common law lia- 
bility, and the emptoyer cannot plead 
a defense of contrbiutory negligence 
Formerly this was the main defense 


persona] 
injury 
actions. 
This 
amendment does not apply to those 
employers under 
compensation 
be- 
cause that, defense did not exist un- 
der compensations. 
By amendment, made by the present 
legislature, every
